rogotletions,  the  problon  on  tho  withdrawal  of  troops  \.'ould  admit  of 
no  concession  whatsoever,  an"'  that  in  vl  w  of  the  various  circumstances 
no  postronemont  of  rora  than  a  certain  period  of  time  would  bo  ror- 

nitted  for  f^e  corcludinf  of  nopotintio-s.  I  said  good-byo  to  him  after

America.  On  this,  I  told  him  that  if  v;e  had  a  capital  pier,  that  would 
immodiatol.y  save  the  situation  under  tho  curro^t  acute  situation  as  tho 
.imbassador  oxr.’ctea,  an  immediate  wire  to  ’Cashinpton  would  sovo  my  polrp 
to  America.  However,  it  was  cur  Imperial  Povemmont's  aim  to  trj/  every 
possible  means  to  m'’in^e.ir  peace.  For  instance,  as  both  the  American  and 
tho  Japanese  nepotictors  ir  ’^rshinpton  had  repeatedly  discussed  tho
